She robbed several 
shopkeepers, she escaped the police for 
two er three months, she got very little 
money out of it after all, she was cap- 
tured by the police, and she wil) go to 
prison, It’s all a rather silly, sordid 
business and nothing that merits a halo. 
It is even little more than commonplace. 
And yet Celia Cooney'’s name is known 
all over the country. 

“Too bad, don’t you think?” 

Commandant Allen, sensibly enough, 
didn’t think Celia’s bobbed hair was 
either the cause or a symptom of her 
tendency toward holdups. Yet it is a 
strange fact that no London policewoman 
is permitted to have her hair bobbed. 
She may clip it short, if she likes-— 
as Commandant Allen did in order to 
make her military cap fit better—and 
if it isn’t short it must be done up 
smoothly under a net. But the bobbed 
head is taboo. It doesn't look dignified 
to British eyes. 

In New York City, policewomen may 
bob their hair if they wish. Mrs. Mary 
Hamilton, head of New York's 100 po- 
licewomen, bobbed her’s dast summer. 
But it is doubtful whether a closely 
cropped feminine head would be toler- 
ated. 


HERE is another point, and a funda- 

mental one, on which American and 
Hritish policewomen differ. In American 
cities, the policewoman dresses like any 
other woman; her idea is to be invon- 
spicuous, and therefere the better de- 
tective. In England, the policewomen 
are dressed in uniform. Their idea is 
to be as conspicuous as possible, and 
therefore te better preventers of crime, 
It is two methods of approaching the 
same end. 

“One other big problem which we, as 
well as you, have had to deal with in 
recent years is the increase in the use 
of drugs,” Commandant Allen added; 
“since the war, this use has grown tre- 
mendously, But in England I think we 
have it pretty well under control now, 
and in this, as in everything else, the 
whole werld is getting back to normal, 
perhaps more swiftly than we realiae, 

“Girl bandite—yes, they ave some- 
thing new. But they ave a result of the 
war chaos. You simply cannot judge 
women nor conditions by the first few 
years after such an experience as a 
work! war.

No matter whether one chooses to be-

[HAT thelr action thrilled the country, 

however, goes without saying. Com- 
ing, as it did, at a time of sore distress to 
the national pride, owing to the American 
Exclusion Act, the story of how Japa- 
nese sailors can die buried twenty-six 
fathoms under the sea was like unguent 
to a wound. According to the news dis- 
patches, it did more than anything else 
possibly could have done to drive out 
the memory of the American action, 
considered by many Japanese as an af- 
front to their race. In the light of the 
wave of pride that swept the country, 
the Exclusion Act became a minor inel- 
dent. 

The exploit of the men on the Sasebo, 
however, was not confined in its effect 
to the common people, Upper classes, 
men of the ancient Samurai, a term 
which is equivalent to the word nobility 
in English, also took courage from it 

It is interesting to speculate as te 
what might have happened had the sub- 
marine been recovered by the dredges 
and brought to the surfaco before all the 
officers and men had beer killed by the 
alr failure. Assuming thut some of the 
officers had survived, and if history is 
any precedent, the world would have 
had another gruesome story cof hara- 
kiri—-the Japanese suicide. It will be 
recalled that during the Russo-Japanese 
War a general paid this sacrifice after 
one of the few reversals to the Japanese 
arms, although his forces were overe 
whelmingly outnumbered and it was the 
general opinion that he was in no wise to 
blame.

At the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania Museum is the hol- 
low statue of « Chinese god. It is made 
of cloth, but so cunningly constructed 
that it looks like granite. Inside this 
strange relic, when it was brought to 
this country and opened through a sealed 
door in the bottom, were found small 
jars, one for each of the important in- 
ternal organs of a human being. 

Apparently the heart was preserved 
in cases such as this as part of the cere- 
mony of deifying a dead king. The 
organs essential to life were put into a 
statue of heroic size, which ever after 
was supposed to have the attributes of 
the dead noble. This custon was a ‘!amil- 
jar one among other ancient races, sud 
the attempt to preserve a great leader 
through the “pickling” of his heart was 
common even among savage races. 
Others, of cannibalistic tendencies, eat 
the heart of a foe, believing that thereby 
they possess themselves of the dead 
enemy's courage. 

But that this superstition should be 
found alive in the intensely materialis- 
tic atmosphere of early Revolutionary 
France, that it should be applied to the 
writer who more than any one else is

But even with these 
specific answers still in abeyance it is 
possible to show now that in preserving 
the heart of their hero the followers of 
Voltaire obeyed an instinct as old as 
human life.

stincts. Voltaire was born in Paris in 
1694 and died there in 1778, only a few 
years before the outbreak of the struggle 
he had done so mucb to foment. A short 
time before his death he had retuned 
to Paris to be ecclainwd as 2 poyular 


The Egy ptians regarded the heart as the seat of man’s feelings and intelligence, and it was their custom io remove that organ, 
encase it in a casket of precious metal and fill the cavity in the body with a heart of pure gold. Under the right hand of the 
mummy at the Museum of the University of Pennsylvania is shown the cavity, from which vandals have removed the gold heart 
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hero, but even that was nct sufficient to 
get him a Christian burial. 

Bitter disputes have raged as to the 
details of Voltaire’s death. His friends 
have said that he died scornfully 
refusing to pay heed to the priests wno 
stood at his bedside offering him the last 
rites of the church he had so often 
flouted in his writings. His enemies 
say he died in a torment of spiritual 
agony. The view of most historians 
seems to be that, even though he was 
eighty-four years old, Voltaire did not 
believe that he was going to die. As a 
consequence, when his nephew, the Abbe 
Mignot, accompanied by the Abbe Gaul- 
tier and the parish priest, came to his 
bedside he motioned them away “petu- 
lantly,” as one historian describes the 
incident. Then he died. 

Voltaire in much of his life had been 
outwardiy a devout member of the 
church, but when his attitude was con- 
trasted to his writings it became obvi- 
ous to all that he was merely conform- 
ing to avoid trouble. His friends, real- 
izing that there would be an effort to 
deny him burial in a church cemetery, 
rushed his body away and buried it in 
the Ab of Sullieries, in Champagne. 
The in ent was just one hour ahead 
of an order against such burial by the 
bisiiwp of the diocese. 

Nevertheless, Voltaire’s body remained 
in the abbey, according to historians, 
until July 10, 1791. By that time the 
Revolution was in full swing, and the 
doctrines that the famous Frenchman 
had been preaching were being put into 
effect. With somewhat of a triumphal 
ceremony the body of Voltaire was se- 
lected for the honors that he had not 
lived to enjoy. It was disinterred and 
taken to the Pantheon. There it re- 
‘mained during some of the most glorious 
days of French history, including all of 
that short but brilliant period marking 
the rise and fall of Napoleon. It was 
during the last stand of the Corsican 
that the pitch of hero worshiping en- 
thusiasm arose to the point of removing 
Voltaire’s heart—the period known as 
“The Hundred Days,” following the re- 
turn of Napoleon from his first exile at 
Elba. The heart was then placed in the 
series of coffers in which it is now pre- 


served. 


UT for some reason that historians 
have never been able to fathom the 
body of Voltaire was taken out of the 
Pantheon at this time and, apparently 
as a mark of disgrace to his doctrines, 
buried in a piece of waste ground. Much 
dispute has been had since as w the 
locality of its final resting place. The 
heart itself was given to Madame Denis, 
a relative of Voltaire, who gave it to 
Madame de Villette. Nothing much 
seems to have been heard of the matter 
until 1864, when it was proposed to re- 
store both the body and the heart to 
national honors. The sarcophagus of 
Voltaire was then opened and found to 
be empty. The body had disappeared, 
Then followed a search for the heart, 
which was finally given up as fruitiess. 
All during this time, apparently, the 
silver coffer remained in the hiding place 
from which it was so recently removed 
That was nothing more or iess than 
the top of a pedestal, made originally 
as the base of a plaster bust* of the 
great French writer The pedestal and 
the oan See ne’. been on view for many 
years.

HE prophecy has been made that 
radio will change the world in fifty 
years. When Alexander Graham Bell 
sent the human voice over a wire, his- 


tory was made. ‘When Edison repro- 
duced the human voice from out of a 
wax disk, that was history as well. The 
Wright brothers sent a man-made bird 
fiying across the spaces of the sky, and 
that, too, was acclaimed as nothing short 
of miraculous. But yet, in their bear- 
ings on the history of the human race 
and their possibilities, none of these, 
point out the sages, can be compared 
with radio, 

Radio is pre-eminently the instrument 
of mass appeal. In time, the prophecy 
goes, it will unite the world into one 
vast brotherhood. It will duplicate the 
change brought about in civilization 
by the printing press, travel by steam 
and electricity, Is it any wonder, then, 
viewed down the path of the world’s 
progress, that Americe. finds herself this 
year in the act of virtually choosing 
her Chief Executive by an instrument 
that was up to a brief two years ago 
generally considered a freakish fad? 

The modern miracle of the radio has 
fastened itself on the hearts and imagi- 
nations of the Nativn'’« leaders and po- 
tential leaders, even as it has captured 
the susceptibilities of the veriest citizen. 
aPresident Coolidge, the Nation's great 
coreaervative, fired the opening gun of 
his Gathpaign’ for nomination through 
the air. Wuen Ae delivered his message 
tc Congress his vowt® was relayed to a 
broadcasting station and heard in every 
part of the country.

the height of McAdoo's popularity as » 
candidate for Democratic nominee, it 
was planned that he should erect a vast 
broadcasting station in his own home in 
Californie that he might simply ait 
quietly and talk to the whole Nation at 
hig will, 

For radio fans the most thrilling mo- 
ment of all the presidential campaign 
will come during the broadcasting of the 
convention proceedings, The National 
Republican Convention is slated to open 
June 10; the National Democratic Con- 
vention, June 24. Any one who has ever 
sat through these sessions in which the 
Americans who will run in the final heat 
in the race for the White House are 
picked will attest life does not hold much 
more in the way of sheer excitement, 
Here transpire wild scenes that are never 
duplicated except when presidential elec. 
tion time comes around again, 

Banners fly and frenzied partisans 
stampede the aisles, Quiet comes for @ 
moment to permit a delegate to be heard, 
only to have the noise break forth again 
like the roar of the sea, A delegation 
from the candidates’ native States pa- 
rades with a brass band down the aisle. 


LL of these scenes, as near as hearing 
can match seeing, will be enacted for 
millions of radio fans in their quiet 
homes. It is estimated there are 6,000,. 
000 receiving sets scattered the length 
and breadth of the land, Their aerials 


span the cities’ proudest homes, but no 
less they dot the drab and outcast places 
of the Nation's area and bring to them 
their jot of cheer and contact with the 
outside world, Some are huge, highly 
polished mahogany affairs that rear 
themselves in luxurious surroundings. 
Others are tiny mosquito-like contrap- 
tions, resting proudly on a kitchen table 
The powers that control the destiny of 
broadcasting are doing everything within 
human ability to see that the Nation's 
greatest political drama fails no one of 
these 

The feat will be accomplished in vir- 
tually the same manner as President 
Cooitdge's speech before the Associated 
Press was broadcast last April from the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New York City. 
This reached the largest number of per- 
sons who ever listened to one speaker, 

Thirteen broadcasting stations, two in 
New York and the others located fom 
Boston as far south as Fort Worth and 
as far west as Oklahoma City, trans- 
mitted the President's speech, A micro- 
phone was placed on a table in front of 
the President, which connected divectly 
with a large broadcasting station in 
New York City. This station then trans- 
mitted the speech over its own radio 
wireless, at the same time sending it 
over specially conducted telephone wires 
to the other stations, which relayed it 
to individual receiving sets, 


Fro tyY.two repeater stations and 

special amplifiers at Strategic points 
throughout the country amplified the 
feeble impulses in the same way leng- 
distance telephones are amplified. Fifty- 
five engineers were stationed at various 
points along the telephone wires. 

In following this same plan in broad- 
casting the two national conventions 
the vast company which has it in charge 
sees to it that the fan who possesses 
the veriest crystal set, constructed at a 
cost of $2, has as fair a chance to pick 
up every word of the conventions as the 
person who owns a §500 set,

That means, if we are 
allowed to view pictures taken 
by the most rapid camera in 
the world, shown at the usual 
speed of the “movies,” we see 
ordinary phenomena taking 
place at just one-thirty-sev- 
enth the rate of speed in which 
they usually occur. 

The high-speed camera, an 
American invention, was first 
successfully developed to any 
great speed of operation by 
Charles Watson, prominently 
indentified with the steel in- 


dustry.

R. WATSON set for himself the task 
of devising a camera that would not 
only accommodate itself to all normal 
mechanical motions, but would take them 
so rapidiy and accurately that the re- 
sulting pictures would make possible the 
analysis of all sorts of movements of 
both the human body and of machinery. 
Even chemical! processes are now being 
followed by this same means. When Mr,

Watson was in the steel business, the 
idea occurred to him that in studying 
the movement of machinery, of cooling 
metals and chemical processes, a very 
rapid photographic film worked on a 
super-speed camera would prove in- 
valuable. 

He built three standard speed cameras 
and rebuilt them, but was never able to 
snap more than ninety pictures a second, 
By 1918, after six years of tedious ex- 
perimenting, he had perfected a camera 
that would make 126 pictures, three- 
fourths by one inch in size, in a single 
zecond. 

When he had achieved this speed, he 
found that the heat generated in his film 
megazine was uncontrollable. Time and 
again the spinning reels of celluloid burst 
into flame. The problem was to perfect 
a process to prevent this combustion. At 
last he was successful in producing a 
film able to withstand the friction due to 
the extreme speed at which it traveled 
in the camera. He further experimented 
until he had found the best available com- 
bination of gears for decreasing the in- 
tensity of heat produced through friction 
of like metals. 
Gears that mesh 
within the camera 
used today are 
made of bronze 
and steel, or 
brass and steel, 
They are all hand- 
cut, and machined 
to an accuracy of 
1-10,000th part of 
an inch. Why this 
is done you can 
understand when 
you know that 
two gears mesh- 
ing together five- 
eighths of an inch 
in diameter make 
28,200 revolutions 
a minute when 
the camera is tak- 
ing its highest- 
rated number of 
pictures, 

Up until a few 
years ago you 
could never have 
convinced the 
United States 
Navy officials 
that it was pos- 
sible to fire a shell without a properly 
constructed nose-cap on it and penetrate 
an eleven-inch case-hardened target, 
The navy gave Mr. Watson a chance to 
make a thorough analysis of the mo. 
tion of a shell weighing 1550 pounds 
about to strike its target. And he

How Canada Carries Culture of Campus to Backwoods Camp 


Romantic Story of Frontier 
College—Nothing Is More 
Typically Canadian ‘Than 
This Unique Educational 
Enterprise—Enormous Po- 
tentialities of Educated 
Lumberjacks

ID you ever put in a winter on ‘he outer 
D skirts of civilization, and silt, night after 
night, with nothing to read, nobody to 
talk to, and even a game of solitaire debarred? 

Did you ever earn your living in the sweat 
of your face, and meet the alternative of accept- 
ing five dollars a month and your board for the 
winter, or working as s lumberjack? 

Were you ever warned by a man who knew 
the camps that you would be “ungodly foolish” 
to go into any such places, when five dollars a 
month and cleanliness were assured? 

Have you ever reflected on What the camp 
and the frontier have done for Canada and for 
your own comfort? 

Would you be amused at the idea of 'umber- 
jacks attending university even while they are 
working with axe or team from daylight to 
dark? 

Did ft ever occur to you that men on rall- 
way construction and in the bush might earn 
an arts degree, and receive as fine a tuition in 
the camps as the exquisites among the intelleo 
tuals bestow around the campus? 

In fifty ways the camp is ahead of the 
campus. So unique a truth is by way of being 
demonstrated by the only truly national univer- 
sity in Canada, and the only university in the 
world whose claim to attend classes is in a 
horny hand} and whose robes are overalls. 

When this century was coming in the Read- 
ing Camp Association was formed by Alfred 
Fitzpatrick, a Presbyterian minister. After 
years of rarely quiet and splendid service to 
Canadian citizenship it was re-named the Fron- 
tler College, with the founder as principal. It 
now has a dominion university charter, with 
authority to confer degrees. 


Tf you have Canadian pride prepare to use 
it now; for, with a past and present staff of 
seven hundred and fifty instructors, the Fron- 
tier College, Canadian of Canadian in spirit and 
truth, has in it the potentialities of more ad- 
vance in popular education than anything that 
has crossed the vision of most of those who have 
sensed what is in the Vitzpatrick objective. It 
is a revolution indeed to take the university to 
the student instead of bringing the student to 
the university, to hold classes in the woods in- 
tead cf off the corriders. Some university 
eaders, who dote on the magnificent dignities 
bf an alma mater (and who never did a week's 
nanual labor), are against this new broadening 
ut of Canadian culture. Others are for it with 
heart, soul, mind and hands, and will count it 
n honor to be included in the Frontier College's 
first board of examiners. They have truly 
patriotic vision, not being scared of free trade 
in knowledge, and not thinking that intellect 
must mainly be served nearby long-drawn aisles 
and fretted vaults.

© whom should the inheritors of the glories 
made possible by the dead pioneers r-y their 
onable service if not to the living -ioneers 
toil in the hardest places, and who bave 
len socially ignored? Before we come to some 
ling like narrative of what ‘e Frontier Uni- 
ity has built into our fundamerrals, suifer 
word touching the ancient but rather asinine 
notion that high education necessarily must be 
sobtained at great and awesome seats of learn- 
ing; and that only those who have been through 
the mills of degrees are truly educated. 


Heaven forbid that an inappreciative syllable 
should be uttered towards the university don, 
to whom a Greek iambic is as congenial as a 
peir of socks, but who would be puzzled beyond 
recovery by a request.to harness a horse. But 
is it not true that many intellectual wonders 
have largely been those who acquired their dis- 
tinction in essentially the same way as the 
lumber graduate of to-morrow’'s Frontier Univer- 
sity will get his diploma? ‘The nearest example 
is the recently-ceparted chancellor of Toronto. 
a is there not a university professor in Cansda 
with the range of cultured service that distin- 
guished Sir Edmund Walker? He was too much 
of a master to be called a scholar. He was 
earning his bread af thirteen years of age. His 
education, in the more academic sense, had to 
be obtained before and after working hours. He 
Happened to live in the city where advautages 
comparatively abounded. But there are intel- 
lects of as high potentialities av bis in the bush, 
along the frontier, wherever the foundations of 
future Canadian prosperity are being laid by the 
indispensable workers. They have an inherent 
right to all the knowledge that they can absorb, 
in the interest of the state ‘tself. Wor it is a 
sin and a shame that

Principal Fitzpatrick comes from there, Mills 
ville, ten miles from Pictou town, is bis home, 
It is something of a deserted village now, be- 
cause the late generation did not understand, any 
more than this present population does, that to 
denude the frontier of wealth without providing 
for its natural renewal is an insult to 
the past, an injury to the present and 
an offense against the future, At Millsville 
the school teacher used to board around, two 
weeks at a time. Mr. Rogers, now a retired 
Presbyterian minister, was eagerly welcomed by 
the Fitzpatrick boys, because his very presence 
was an elevation to all who lived Where he was. 


How the Idea Originated 
BE was teaching for what he could put into 
it. His example had its part in carrying 
Alfred Fitzpatrick through high school, and 
then to Queen's University, filled with resolve to 
help those who were ill placed to help them- 
selves. 

The pastorate was the natural goal of such 
a spirit. Fitzpatrick began his ministry in 
California, passing from camp to camp in the 
mountains, because a Millsville man who was 
believed to be there had not written to his 
parents fom several years. The negligont cor- 
respondent found, the minister returned to 
Canada, and took mission duty in Algoma. 

A dear old lady of our ancient friendship, 
whenever a tramp begged for bread, gazed at 
his eyes and asked, “Do you love God?” The 
empty-belly usually murmured something 
dark and looked darker. He got food every time, 
and was bidden to eat it on the spot. But the 
food lady never realized that religious inquisi- 
tion, if it is a blessing at all, should always be 
grace after meat. 

A preacher's arrival at a Jumberjack'’s abode 
was never effusively welcomed. It isn’t easy to 
get close to the man who thinks even when he 
doesn't say: ‘Who the h—Jl are you, and what in 
blazes do you want?” The Reverend Alfred Titz- 
patrick, accredited representative of the Cana- 
dian Presbyterian Church, felt that to his soul's 
marrow. He remembered that it was a carpenter 
who got next the fishermen; not a person who 
conducted himself as a being apart. ‘The best 
service, be saw, could be given in camps by one 
who was touched With the feelings of otiers’ 
infirmities, who could win the trust of men who 
worked so hard that it is énly by Sunday that 
they have time to realize how tired they were 
when they quit work on Saturday. 

So the Reverend Alfred Fitzpatrickdedicated 
to the Westminster Confession, made a confes- 
sion to himself, which has resulted in a virtual 
disuse of the ecclesiastical title. The frontiers- 
men were doing essential work for Canada. They 
deserved more than they received in educational 
stimulus. That could only be imparted to them 
by men who were even as they were—as tired 
as they were, because he was working as hard 
as they worked. 

Up in the Lake Nipissing region was a re- 
sponsible representative of old J. R. Booth; the 
Ottawa lumber king who has got a Danjeh prince 
for a grandson. To A. J. Young, Fitzpatrick took 
the idea’ that he would doff his habit, go to 
work along with the men, and see whether that 
wasn't a more Galilean modernity than the regu- 
lation services of the church. Young is a big 
fellow, and big fellows, whu are also wise, usu- 
ally see the importance of getting other fellows 
to work on a good proposition, 

“No,” he said, “if you do that, you will be 
buried. Your idea is too good to be treated that 
way. Organize an association that will put men 
into many camps. Multiply your work and its 
results.” 

So the Reading Camp Association was born. 
It always supplied reading matter to camps; but 
it always sent instructors with the reading mat- 
ter, and securfd its own building wherein men 
might read and ingirnetors mipkt tonch, The 
cardiual principle of the education work was 
something absolutely new in scholastic and 
religious civilization. 


Has Ruskin College Beaten . 
EVER before was it essential a teacher of 
classes must himself do as heavy a day's 
work as the men whom he taught. The idea was 
always to get young university men to under- 
take this engaging task. Ii has got Ruskin Col- 
lege, Oxford, beaten to a frazzle, and is, indeed, 
the magnificently sane and astonishingly prac- 
tical application cf the theories which caused 
Ruskin to make the rather weird experiment of 
putting enthusiastic young intellectuals to work 
making roads, within the sphere of influence of 
Oxford itself. It wouldn't have been surprising 
if it had got the studentry of our refined seats 
of learning beaten to a standstill. 


Until the war Fitzpatrick advertised for in- 
structors, ‘twenty years ago a young chap at 
Varsity, who had taught school for five years, 
had saved eight hundred dollars with which to 
get himself a degree, and was now compelled to 
supplement his resources, answered an ad for 


. unskilled labor.

a teacher of lumberjacks. He thought it an 
entertaining, but queer suggestion, and won- 
dered what sort of a man this Fitzpatrick could 
be. 

Instead of acknowledging the application by 
mail Fitzpatrick answered it in person; told 
the student what was doing, with clear warn- 
ing that there was no lavender in camps. It 
sounded the strangest scheme in the world for 
a university undergraduate to work at himbering 
by day and run a school for lumberjacks at night. 
For a while he could hardly treat the idea seri- 
ously. But he took it on, He found in it the 
ache of toil, and the reward of infinite joy— 
and he has stayed with it to this day—Inspector 
Bradwin, whose thesis on the navvy is about 
ready to be presented to the solons of Columbia 
University as a qualification for the degree of 
doctor of philosophy. 

See how one uniqueness begets another? 
When, before, did a nascent doctor of philosophy 
base his expectation of the degree on a plea for 
the bunkhouse man, ‘which must justify itself 
at an inquisition by a body of learned profes- 
sors? Yesterday you would have said that the 
very nolion of a bunkhouse philosophy being ex- 
amined by a university faculty was all bunk, 
and worthy of no house. But hold on. One of 
the fellows from a fine home who, like a hero, 
became an instructor, and suffered biistered 
hands and aching back, so that he might serve 
his kind, wrote in to head office that he was 
amazed at his pupils’ range of knowledge of 
which he was ignorant. His summer's work 
was richly repaid by that discovery; which is 
at the very base of the new university education.

Instructors Right Across Continent 
igo aga after instructor, who has passed 

into professional life, has testified that he 
wouldn't exchange his experience as a Frontier 
College representative for anything acquired by 
him.

WITH GALES OF LAUGHTER 


Jack Jones Says Lloyd George May Be 
Wizard of Wales, But He's 
Blizzard of Britain 


HEN Mr. Jack Jones, the frrepressibiec 
Labor member of parliament for Silver. 
town, told the British House of Commons 
that his house was so small thet in order to put 
on his trousers he had to put his legs out of 
the window, members present, and the press 
generaliy, believed that a new humorist with 
Great possibilities had been elected to ea.iven 
the proceedings of the House. 
The remark was made in 
speeches, and his subsequent ones 
up with others just as brilliant. 
“The common impression created in the pub- 


lic mind as a result of reports one sees of Mr 
Jack Jones’ contri- 
butions to parlia 
mentary debates is 
that when he is not 
being bumorous he 
is being a “nuisance. 
Such an imp*tession 
is entirely fa'se,” 
says a friend in Tit 
Bits. 

Mr. Jack Jones 
is one of the most 
popular men in the 
House of Commons, 
and his company is 
sought by members 
of all parties. His 
wit is famous, be 
cause it reveals a 
brilliant and penetrating mind. 

When, for instance, he described Mr. Winston 
Churchill as Mr, Brimstone Churchill, he 
summed up in one word all the popularly con- 
ceived characteristics of that politician, in a 
Manner that no other single descriptive word 
could do. 

Jack’s latest dive into world-wide publicity 
came only a few days ago when, replying to a 
criticism by Lloyd George, he rocked the House 
with the retort: “Lloyd George may be the 
wizard of Wales, but he's the blizzard of 
Britain.” At the moment the only silent man 
in Commons was the former premier. 

Once he declared: “Westminster Is 
tional gasworks. I used to work in a 
house. Now I work in a house of retorts. 

He is quick to acknowledge his mistake when 
he sees he isin the wrong. He has admitted that 
his traditional enemy, the speaker of the House, 
was in the right in their first encounter. 

“When I first addressed the House of Com- 
mons I called the members gentlemen. The 
speaker called me to order and | have since dis- 
covered that he knew them better than I did.” 

What is not generally realized is that in pri- 
vate life Mr. Jones is a rather quiet, reserved 
man, nervous and shy. His nervousness is, per- 
haps, responsible for his outbursts, for he feels 
keenly anything in the nature of an injustice 
which he believes has been done to others. 
When he called members of the House of Com- 
mons “dirty dogs” he was feeling very keenly 
the nature of the debate in which it occurred, 
but his apology to the House the following day 
revealed to many who did not know him well 
how properly dignified he can be on occasion. 
It is regarded as one of the most polished apolo- 
gies in the English tongue, and reads in Han- 
sard as follows: : 

Mr. J. JONES: “During the course of yester- 
day's proceedings I lost my temper. It is the 
only thing I have got to lose. During that time 
I used certain language which, I believe, is con- 
sidered unparliamentary. It is dockers’ lan- 
guage, and as I happen to represent a constitu- 
ency in the east end of London Jargely in 
habited by casual laborers, I thought I was 
using the language they would use to express 
themselves under the circumstances, on the co 
mestic situation then existing. But if I have 
offended against the rules of the House, I beg 
leave to withdraw the remarks 1 made, and to 
express my regret. Possibly in future I may 
have opportunities of using more parliamentary 
language in similar circumstances.” 

An exshop boy, docker, and builders’ dahorer, 
of Irish birth, he has behind him a long record 
of public service which in the east end of 
London is bighly appreciated. A justice of the 
peace, aldermen, and the mayor of West Ham, 
he fills these offices diligently and with dignity. 

He is, in short, by no means the buffoon of 
parliament, but a man of great intellect, who 
can never forget the class he represents. 

He still lives in his Canning Town home in 
the Hast End of London, in the constituency that 
Keir Hardie, the first Socialist to sit in par- 
liament, represented. Mr. Jones lives in one of 
those plain, brown brick, two-storey buildings, so 
common there. 

Here he told some of his philosophy to a 
New York newspaper the other day. 

“It will be the duty of Labor,” he said, “to 
wipe out flunkeyism. We've already made a 
start. When I first sat in the House of Com- 
mons, in 1918, there were only forty-seven of us 
Laborites, and bigh silk hats were common, 
Now we're 192 strong and only six members to- 
day wear high hats. 

“The strength of the democratic tendency in 
nglish life is shown by the change of fashion 
at the King’s garden party. Once you ‘ad to 
wear uniforms with all your decorations. Now 
you zan go there in your plain ordinary street 
clothes, such as I'm wearing now. Even ip the 
country where Labor is beginning to get a bold, 
flunkeyism is doomed.” 

Jack Jones thinks many obsolete institutions 
and customs, which England has outgrown, 
should be eliminated.

IGHT at the entrance of the beautiful val 
R ley of the Bow in the foothills of the 

Rockies is the little cabin of the woman 
who keeps the gate of Canada’s great Rocky 
Mountains Park. 

Last year some 12,000 cars went through the 
gate, and, with the aid of her young daughter, 
Joyce, Mrs. Staple checked them up 
them into the vast park of 2,751 acres. 

Nearly eighteen years ago Mrs. Staple left 
her English country home, and came as u bride 
to the little mountain town of Exshaw. Here 
she remained until 1916, when her husband's 
health began to fail, and he had to give up his 
position as postmaster, and seek outside work. 
The chanco that made Tom Staple first game 
warden of the Kananaskis section of the Rocky 
Mountains park also placed opportunity in the 
path of his wife. 

Until 1916 all cars passing threugh the Na- 
tional Park went to the Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police barracks in Banff, and were 
“interned” during the owners’ stay, while no 
residents of the park could keep cars for use 
therein. There was an insistent demand for 
a change in policy; and, when Tom Staple be 
came eastern game warden, and went to live in 
a little log cottage near the eastern limit of 
the park, the superintendent asked his wife to 
halt all cars and issue licenses. 

“It was not easy then,” says Mrs 
“for there was no real gate. Cars often would 
slip By, and when I attempted to stop them, 
the drivers would speed away on to Banff, wav- 
ing dericion as they went. I can also well re- 
member that the second driver I halted was furi- 
ous, and went on to the police barracks in Banff, 
to report promptly the audacious ‘hold-up.’ It 
it different now, however, for the gate arch is 
there, lettered in bold relief against its wooded 
and mountain background. The chain is always 
swung across, and is padlocked at night.” , 

When Tom Staple died in 1919, his widow— 
an expectant mother—found herself and her 
three children unprovided for, and even uncer- 
tain as to whether she cou!d keep her little log 
bome. However, although the tourist traffic 
over the mountain route had not then assumed 
its present proportions, Mrs. Staple had already 
made her worth felt. The authorities knew that
